Center will bring into being the Graduate School 
of Public Law; new Dean to be welcomed at dinner

E The University’s Board of Trustees 
announced in December the establish- 
ment of the National Law Center of 
The George Washington University and 
the appointment of Dr. Charles B. 
Nutting as Dean of the Law Center. 

Dr. Nutting, former Director of 
the Buhl Foundation, has been a prom- 
inent figure in education for many 
years, having served as Acting Chan- 
cellor and Vice Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, as well as Dean 
of its Law School. He is a past Presi- 
dent of the Association of American 
Law Schools, and he has taught at the 
Universities of Nebraska, Texas, Iowa, 
and Michigan. 

As Dean of the Law Center, Dr. 
Nutting will, for the time being, assume 
the additional duties of the Dean of 
the Law School. 

Dean Nutting will be welcomed by 
the George Washington Law Associa- 
tion at a dinner in his honor on March 
10 at the Statler Hotel. University Trus- 
tee Brooks Hays will serve as Master 
of Ceremonies. 

The establishment of the Law Cen- 
ter will make possible the expansion of 


the traditional leadership of the Law 
School, will bring into being the Gradu- 
ate School of Public Law, will provide 
opportunity for the vital related research 
and publication activities, will dramati- 
cally increase the continuing legal edu- 
cation program for the practicing bar, 
and will extend the use of an inter- 
disciplinary faculty from various related 
fields. The Law Center will eventually 
occupy new quarters on land bounded 
by 19th, 20th, “H” Sts., and Pennsyl- 
vania Ave. 

The Graduate School of Public 
Law will be primarily concerned with 
three basic and interrelated objectives: 
(1) Providing advanced substantive 
and procedural courses in specialized 
areas of public law; (2) Performing 
research in public law areas directed 
toward inquiry into basic problems of 
legal structure, doctrine, and practice; 
and (3) Providing services from our 
public law resources to various parti- 
cipants and organizations including 
other law schools, governmental en- 
tities, and scholars and officials of other 
nations of the Free World. 
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New Football Coach 
Bill Elias

A very confident Bill Elias stepped 
into the Head Football coaching job at 
the University early in January. He 
took over from Eugene “Bo” Sherman, 
who resigned from his position at the 
end of the 1959 schedule. Elias comes to 
the University from Purdue University, 
where he was a member of Stu Hol- 
comb’s staff as a backfield coach. 

Elias will retain Bill Neal from the 
present staff, and already they are hard 
at work building a strong contender 
team in the Southern Conference. The 
new coach is expected to name two 
other assistants in the near future. He 
has had several meetings with the play- 
ers, explaining his new and exciting 
offense. 

Elias, who is 35 years old, played 
college football at Maryland under 
coaches Paul Bryant, Clark Shaughn- 
essy, and Jim Tatum. He was born in 
Martin’s Ferry, Ohio, and later cap- 
tained the Martin’s Ferry High team to 
the state basketball championship. Be- 
fore joining Purdue in 1953 he coached 
Richmond (Ind.) High School’s foot- 
ball team to league championships the 
two previous years. Elias is married to 
the former Gwen Sherman of Cheverly, 
Md., and they have two sons, ages 4 
and 6, and a daughter, 10.

Patent Foundation 
Studies Government 
Patent Policy 


The policy of the Federal Govern- 
ment with respect to the right to pat- 
ented inventions growing out of govern- 
ment-financed research and develop- 
ment contracts with industry will be 
the subject of research and analysis by 
the University’s Patent, Trademark, 
and Copyright Foundation. The General 
Services Administration has agreed to 
support the study and has provided 
approximately $28,000 for this purpose. 

Dr. Donald S. Watson, Professor 
of Economics, is the Principal Investi- 
gator for the research project, and Dr. 
Harold F. Bright, Professor of Statis- 
tics, is Associate Investigator. 

Patent policies in governmental 
agencies vary. Some agencies require 
government ownership or control of the 
patent rights; other agencies permit 
the contractor to retain the patent 
rights subject to a non-exclusive royal- 
ty-free license in the Government. Still 
other agencies follow variations of these 
practices without adhering to a con- 
sistent policy. 

fhe object of the Foundation’s 
study is to examine and evaluate the 
effects of government patent policy in 
this field with respect to contractors, 
government agencies, and the public 
interest.

The Colonials lost 
a pair to their long-time rivals, George- 
town and Maryland, but get another 
crack at them later in the season. 

The team has a lot of young heroes, 
but the all-round floor play of seniors 
Ralph Kunze and Howie Bash have 
kept the Colonials rolling. 

Sophomores Jon and Jeff Feldman 
and Gar Schweickhardt are playing 
outstanding ball. Both the Feldman 
twins are ball-handling wizards. Jon 
has the highest scoring average on the 
team, 19.1. Jeff was a late starter be- 
cause of injuries, but is improving with 
each game. 

Rugged Dick Markowitz is han- 
dling the center position with a big 
assist from Bill Ingram. Markowitz is 
just a shade under Jon Feldman for 
scoring honors, and has been about 
the best rebounder in the Conference. 
Both Jon Feldman and Markowitz, if 
they continue their fine play, should be 
contenders for All-Southern Conference 
and national honors. 
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Population Problems in Mexico 
and Central America, by Harold L.

The Department of Mathematics 
will conduct an Institute for High 
School Teachers of Mathematics this 
summer under a program sponsored by 
the National Science Foundation. 

The Patent Office Society has con- 
tributed $125 to the University’s Patent, 
Trademark, and Copyright Foundation. 
A resolution of the Patent Office Soci- 
ety states its intent to make the award 
an annual one, and designates the 
award’s purpose, in addition to re- 
ceiving membership in the Foundation, 
as “establishing a student assistant 
award, in the name of the Patent Office 
Society, in the field of patent and trade- 
mark systems, and or patent and trade- 
mark law.” 

Five National Defense Graduate 
Fellowships have been established at 
the University for work leading to the 
Ph.D degree in Germanic Languages 
and Literatures, beginning in the 1960- 
61 academic year. Eight such Fellow- 
ships were established last year and 
eight more will be available in 1960-61 
in the field of Romance Languages and 
Literatures.
